Ail-American  Candidates 
Highlight  Cage  Season 

A  pair  of  All-American  candidates,  Billy  Reynolds  and  Lisa  Brewer,  will 
lead  Northwestern  State  University's  men's  and  women's  basketball  teams  into 
competition  for  the  1976-77  season. 

Reynolds,  a  6-foot-6  senior  forward  from  Calhoun,  has  a  chance  to  become 
NSU's  all-time  leading  scorer  during  this  season.  The  sharp-shooting  forward 
is  one  of  the  big  reasons  for  head  coach  Tynes  Hildebrand's  optimism  as  the 
Demons  move  into  their  first  season  as  members  of  the  NCAA's  Division  I. 

The  Demons  return  four  starters  from  a  squad  that  went  14-10  last  season 
and  won  10  of  its  last  13  games.  "We'll  be  trying  to  pick  up  where  we  left  off 
last  year,"  Hildebrand  said,  "and  we've  got  the  talent  back  to  do  it." 

Both  of  last  year's  starting  guards,  6-foot-2  senior  Dan  Bell  of  Huntsville, 
Ala.,  and  5-foot-9  junior  Lester  Davis  of  Natchitoches,  along  with  the  other 
forward  in  6-foot-6  junior  Lester  Elie  of  Cloutierville,  return  to  this  year's 
team.  The  other  starter  will  likely  be  6-foot-6  Frederick  Piper,  a  freshman  signee 
from  Peabody  in  Alexandria. 

Brewer,  a  5-foot-6  guard  from  DeRidder,  returns  for  her  sophomore  year 
after  a  stellar  freshman  campaign  in  which  she  led  the  Lady  Demons  in  scoring 
with  a  17.9  average.  She  was  among  three  freshman  starters  in  1975-76  for  a 
squad  that  compiled  an  18-17  overall  record,  with  12  of  those  17  losses  coming 
to  teams  that  participated  in  the  national  tournament  and  ranked  in  the  major 
college  Top  20. 

The  Lady  Demons,  coached  by  Charlotte  Corley,  will  also  be  starting  senior 
forward  Diane  Pitman  at  5-foot-9  from  Hammond,  5-foot-8  sophomore  forward 
Diana  Cary  from  Lacassine  and  5-foot-9  sophomore  center  Tammy  Primeaux 
from  Gueydan. 

Both  teams  opened  their  season  Nov.  30  at  home  in  Prather  Coliseum  against 
McNeese  State.  The  men  have  13  games  scheduled  in  Prather  Coliseum,  while 
the  women  will  be  playing  at  home  nine  times.  The  two  teams  will  be  featured 
together  in  double  headers  eight  times  during  the  season. 


Demon    Football    Team    Improves,  Posts  5-5    Record 


Of  all  the  major  college  football 
teams  in  the  nation,  only  seven 
squads  did  as  much  improving  as 
Northwestern  State  University's  De- 
mons did  during  the  1976  football 
season. 

That's  not  just  opinion,  either. 
That's  fact — according  to  the  NCAA 
Statistics  Service.  The  NCAA  report- 
ed that  the  Demons  improved  their 
overall  record  this  year  by  four  and 
one-half  games,  from  a  1-10  record  in 
1975  to  this  season's  5-5  mark. 

Only  seven  other  schools  equalled 
or  surpassed  that  figure,  with  Wyom- 
ing, Western  Michigan  and  Houston 
leading  the  improvement  charts  with 
six  games  improved  each.  Three  other 
schools  are  grouped  at  5%  games 
improved. 

NSU  head  coach  A.  L.  Williams 
didn't  have  to  be  told  that  his  Demon 
squad  had  improved  this  season, 
though. 

"At  the  start  of  the  season  we  felt 
like  a  5-5  campaign  would  have  been 
great,"  the  second-year  NSU  coach 
said.  'Now,  though,  it  almost  feels 
like  a  disappointment.  We  could 
easily  have  gone  7-3  with  the  way 
we   played   this   year." 

Northwestern  never  fell  below  .500 


on  the  season  with  the  exception  of 
the  opening  game,  a  17-6  loss  to 
Lamar  University  in  which  the  De- 
mons almost  tripled  the  Cardinals 
in    total    offense. 

"That's  just  an  example,  "Williams 
said.  "I'm  not  running  teams  down, 
but  I  think  we  should  have  won 
against  Southeastern  and  McNeese, 
too." 

The  Demons  lost  to  McNeese  24-15 
in  Lake  Charles  late  in  the  season 
and  fell  in  an  exciting  34-27  season

The  basketball  game  between 
Northwestern  and  the  University  of 
South  Alabama  on  Feb.  5  will  be  the 
center  of  Homecoming  activities  for 
the  spring  semester.  Spring  Home- 
coming was  inaugurated  last  year  due 
to  stadium  construction  and  no  Home- 
coming in  the  fall.  It  was  such  a 
success  that  alumni  have  requested 
a  similar  activity  this  year. 

Returning  alumni  are  invited  to  eat 
with  the  students  in  Iberville  Cafe- 
teria beginning  at  5:00  p.m.  and  at- 
tend an  "Oldtimers"  game  preceding 
the  regular  basketball  game.

"The  thing  that  pleases  me  most," 
said  Williams,  "is  that  we  were  in 
every  game  we  played  this  year  with 
the  exception  of  two.  That  hasn't 
been  the  case  over  the  past  couple 
of  years." 

"With  the  schedule  we  played  and 
where  we  were  expecting  to  go,  I'd 
have  to  say  that  we  were  well  ahead 
of  schedule  on  rebuilding  the  pro- 
gram,"   he   continued. 

There  won't  be  many  bigger  steps 
taken  than  the  one  that  was  taken 
in  the  next-to-last  game  of  the  season, 
when  the  Demons  upset  a  highly 
favored  Southwestern  La.  squad  7-3. 
"That  was  the  big  one,"  Williams 
said.  "That  proved  to  our  kids  that 
we  could  play  and  that  we  could  win 
against  really  good   football  teams." 

USL  had  not  lost  on  the  field  in 
eight  starts   during  the  season. 

"We've  started  the  turnaround," 
said  Williams,  "and  it  was  noticeable 
outside  of  the  football  team.  The  fan 
support  and  the  student  support  also 
had  a  turnaround  during  the  season, 
and  next  year  when  our  stadium  is 
totally  complete  it  may  be  even  great- 
er.
